The bane of Nevada Legislation 
has been the enactment of special laws 
Either the law makers are too lazy, or 
incapable of framing acts which may 
apply to the whole State, or the laws 
merely express the relative influence 
of cliques upon the Legislature. Read 
the journals of both houses, and you 
will find nine bills out of ten for some 
needy individual who has been reliev- 
ed before, appropriating unexpended 
balances, enabling acts or bills in fa- 
vor of certain sections, er defenses of 
certain industries against others. 

Each section of our State will 
“swap” for something else, and legis- 
tation merely express the desires of 
the most powerful section, or indus- 
try, instead of protection and aid for 
the State at large. Sectional legisla- 
tion is a difficult problem, and pro- 
tection of one industry against others 
is still moreso. How long will it be 
before Nevada legislators will learn 
this and bring to their duties a love 
for the State and a knowledge of their 
own powers and functions? 

There is only one cause for con- 
gratulation in reference to the present 
session, and that is found in the fact 
that adjournment is only a question 
of hours.

THOsE TWENTIES.—The new twen- 
ty-dollar gold pieces, that are being 
coined, are thicker than the old coins 
of the same denomination. The new 
coin and the old will not tally when 
stacked up side by side. We shall 
have a great deal of trouble on that 
account, and when we go over our 
weekly pay we shall have to finger 
each separate coin instead of making 
one five hundred dollar stuck and then 
sizing up to it with the balance of 
that pay, as we have always been ac- 
customed to do. This thing of hav- 
ing twenty-dollar gold pieces of dif- 
ferent thicknesses will be a gréat an- 
noyance to all the local reporters of 
the newspapers, and we are glad to 
see that they are universally protest- 
ing against such things: This mixing 
up business will require almost as 
much time to count a salary as to earn 
it.—G@. V. Union.

Tomato CuLTuRE.—My plan of cul- 
tivation is as follows: I plow or spade 
my ground very deep—pulverize , it 
thoroughly, first having made it very 
rich; lay off four feet each way, and 
with a shovel throw out the earth to 
the depth of one foot, which fill with 
a compost of hen manure, uuleached 
ashes and surface soil, putting about 
an inch of soil on top; procure stakes 
four feet long and drive them down 
near the edge of the hole; set plants 
in center of holes, which should be 
one foot in diameter. As the plants 
grow, tie them to stakes. Now the 
main thing is to stir the soil and pinch 
out all laterals or suckers, like tobac- 
co raisers do tobacco. When plants 
get to top of stakes pinch out the 
tops; be sure to keep them well tied
